Surx.-iary 

Tne  effect  of  relatively  hirh  feed  costs  on  orr:  production  per  hen  has 
-^en  offset  hy  the  mild  v/e-ther  of  fall  and  eprly  winter.     Even  with  normal 
winter  conditions,  tot-l  er:  production  may  still  be  expected  to  exceed  some- 
what that  of  errly  1335  because  of  an  increase  of  3  percent  in  laying  floch 
size.     A  letter  consumer  demand  situation  will  proo,-hly  keep  esp  prices  in  the 
first  half  of  1937  above  those  of  a  year  earlier,  even  with  this  heavier  pro- 
duction.    Extreme  -/rinter  weather  will,  of  course,  c-^use  violent  but  tem.-^orary 
price  f luct'uations. 

Tlie  record  storare  stock  of  frozen  poultry  on  Jan'ua.ry  1  will  tend  to 
keep  poultry  prices  low  during  the  early  part  of  1337.    BecaJ^.ise  of  the  probable 
effect  of  these  lower  prices  on  hatching  in  the  sprin--,  however,  the  us^ual 
seasonal  decline  in  poultry  prices  after  May  or  June  may  not  occur  or  r:.3if  be 
much  loss  than  aver'-^/je. 
Peed,  situation 

Tlie  feed  situr-tion  is  alwrys  a  major  influence  in  controlling  both  the 
numbers  of  poultry  pnd  the  amount  of^ecc:  mroditction.     T:''ie  relation  of  ^feed  costs 
to  e.-je;  prices  has  b'-en  unfavorable  for  heavy  foedine  since  Au.TUst  1933,  ^  Duxirxg 
this  period  the  feel-e^r;  ratio  has  follo.ved  much  the  s?:.ie  course  as  in  the  srr:e 
months  of  the  drou,-ht  year  of  1934.     This  resemblance  is  likely  to  c^atinue 
until  new  crop  nrospects  are  in  evidence.     If  this  happens,   the  feed-«f:a-  ratio^  , 
vrill  not  become  favorable  for  heavy  feedinf  before  Hay  1937.

Hatchings 


One  effect  of  a  high,  or  unfavorable,  feed-egg  r  atio  in  the  winter  is 
unchanged  or  reduced  hatchings  the  following  spring.     In  November,  5»4 
dozen  sggs  were  required,  on  the  average,  to  buy  100  pounds  of  poultry  ration, 
or  about  I06  dozens  more  than  was  needed  a  year  earlier.       The  relatively 
low  fpod  cost  in  the  v/inter  of  1935-36  was  partly  responsible  for  the 
incre-.s^d  hatchings  last  spring.     No  such  increase  is  expected  in  the  spring 
of  1937'  and,   on  the  contrary,  a  slight  reduction  is  probable.     Some  evidence 
of  thi3  is  indicated  in  the  12  percent  reduction  in  salable  chicks  hatched 
in  comniercial  hatcheries  in  winter  broiler  producing  areas  during  November 
1936  as  compared  with  November  1935 • 

Poul  t  ry  _mar  ke  ti  ngs 

Most  of  the  poultry  sold  from  the  farm  is  sold  during  the  last  3 
months  of  the  calendar  year.     In  I936  receipts  of  dressed  poultry  at  the 
four  leading  markets  were  exceptionally  heavy  because  of  both  1he  large 
hatch  and  the  drought.

It  is  likely  that  receipts  during  the  period  January  -  May  will 
continue  above  the  level  of  the  same  period  of  1936.     The  major  source  of 
supply  in  these  months,  however,   is  not  the  current  marketings,  which  are 
relatively  low,  but  the  stocks  of  frozen  poultry  in  storage. 
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Ponltry  storage 

Storage  holdings  of  poultry  \;suall7  roach  a  maxim^Jiii  by  January  1, 
having  been  built  up  largely  by  reooipts  the  preceding  fall.     They  have 
never  been  so  large  as  now.      7/hile  they  will  havo  an  imniediate  effect  on 
prices  in  the  first  part  of  1^37  it  is  well  to  remember  that,  if  net 
readily  moved  out  of  storage  v/ithout  loss,  they  xlj.-'  also  tend  to  reduce 
the  fall  price.     The  dciiiand  to  store  poultry  is  or:r,  of  the  important  price 
influences  in  the  fall  and  an  unprof itabl-j,  or  losing,  storage  season 
usually  vioc^^ns  this  demand  during  the  follov/ing  storage  season. 

Chicken  prices 

The  farm  price  of  chickens  normally  falls  steadily  from  spring  to 
early  winter  and  then  risus  to  a  peak  in  April  or  May.    The  decline  in  193^ 
v;as  greater  than  average  largely  as  a  result  of  heavy  supplies.     In  some 
years  of  light  supplies  there  has  be^Ti  no  decline  aiid  sometimes  even  a 
slight  rise.    This  was  the  case  in  1935  ^ftcr  the  1934  drought.  Light 
receipts  prevented  aJ.1  but  a  slight  price  decline  in  the  latter  half  of  the 
year.

Many  of  the  circumstances  which  led  to  the  supply  situation  of  1935 
are  likely  to  bo  present  in  1937  so  that  a  loss-than-average  seasonal 
decline  is  probable.    There  is  one  sh'.irp    difference  between  1935  1937. 
hovvever,  in  that  storage  stocks  then  were  much  low-ir  than  novj.     It  is  likely 
that  the  present  record  storage  holdings  vdll  prevent  as  groat  a  price  rise 
from  Jaliuary  to  May  as  ordinarily  occurs.     Poultry  prices  in  1937  raay» 
therefore,  be  expected  to  be  less  than  I936  in  the  spring  and  greater  in 
the  f.all. 

Laying  flock  size 

The  average  number  of  hens  and  pullets  of  laying  age  in  farm  flocks 
was  3»3  percent  greater  on  December  1,  I936,  than  a  year  earlier.  But  for 
an  unfavorable  feed-egg  ratio,  due  to  the  drought,  the  increc.se  would  have 
been  much  larger.  The  size  of  the  flock  is  now  close  to  its  maximum  f  or 
the  season.  In  only  2  other  years  (1934  ^.nd  1935)  since  1925*  ^o.s  it  been 
lower  on  December  1.

Rate  of  egg  production 

The  rate  of  egg  production  during  the  fall  and  winter  is  very  greatly 
affected  by  the  feed-egg  ratio  and  by  the  weather.    The  nuinber  of  eggs  laid 
per  100  hens  ajid  p-ollets  of  laying  age  in  fam  flocks  declined  more  than 
seasonally  during  the  summer  of  1936,  when  the  feed-e^g  ratio  first  became 
'onfavorable  to  heB^rJ  feeding.     The  mild  weather  during  the  past  fall  and 
early  winter,  however,  has  checked  this  decline  so  that  on  December  1  the 
rate  of  prod-iction  was  again  above  aversige.     It  is  likely  that  as  long  as 
moderate  weather  lasts  this  tendency  will  continue.    With  normal  winter 
conditions,  however,  the  rate  of  production  v/ill  probably  fall  below  average.

Egg  i-na.rke tings 

While  receipts  of  eggs  at  the  fo-or  markets  in  December  were  less  than 
the  exceptional  ano^JHit  a  year  earlier,  they  were  above  average.    During  the 
tirst  half  of  1937  it  is  expected  tha,t  the  larger  flocks  will  slightly  more 
than  offset  a  lower  rate  of  production  than  in  1936  so  that  marketings  will 
run  somewhat  higher  than  a  year  earlier.     Continuation  of  present  weather 
conditions  will  acGenbia,te  this  trend  in  the  winter  months,  and  extremely 
severe  weather  will  cause  lower  receir)ts  than  in  1936.

Storage  stoclts  of  eggs  are  ordinarily  of  little  importance  as  a  source 
of  supply  during  Januarj'-  and  Feorjiary.    Dilring  1936,  they  have  "been  at  a 
low  level  corcpared  with  other  years. 

Sgg  prices 

Egg  prices  reached  their  seasonal  peak:  in  November,    Their  usual 
course  is  downward  until  March.    Winter  prices,  however,  are  conunonly 
characterized  "by  unpredictable  temporary  changes  due  to  unusual  weather.
